signed to give him first-hand 
knowledge of Asia. 


The vice president will be 


meeting with top officials of the 
nations he visits and is likely to 
run into reaction to Senate at- 
tacks on military aid to some 
Asian nations. 


In the Philippines, where Ag- 


new is to attend the Dec. 30 in- 
auguration of President Ferdi- 
nand E. Marcos, 
there was 


strong criticism of a charge by 
Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
that the United States had paid 
the Manila government $45 mil- 
lion in equipment and allow- 
ances in return for sending 
troops to Vietnam. 


The 
Philippine government 


denied the charge, contained in 
a transcript which was held up 
by the State Department here 
until after the country's elec- 
tions last month. Since then, the 
Philippine detachment in Viet- 
nam has been withdrawn. 


Formosa, Agnew's next stop, 


was the target of the Senate just 
last week when it rejected the 
$1.8 billion foreign aid money 
bill rather than agree to supply 
the government of Chiang Kai- 
shek some $54.5 million to buy 
additional jet fighters. 


From Taipei, Agnew is sched- 


uled to go to Thailand. 


C o n g r e s s i o n a l sources 


charged recently the United 
States paid the Thais some $1 
billion in return for its dispatch 
of troops to Vietnam. Both the 
State Department and the Thai 
government denied the charges. 


A number of Senate critics of 


the Vietnam war fear U.S. mili- 
tary aid to Thailand and neigh- 
boring Laos could result in the 
United 
States being dragged 


into another Vietnam there. 


As a result, the Senate voted 


last week to ban dispatch of 
American combat troops to the 
two countries without specific 
prior congressional approval. 


Later in his trip, Agnew visits 


Australia 
and New Zealand, 


countries which were targets of 
an abortive Senate move to give 
the President standby authority 
to impose import quotas. Meat 
imports from the two countries 
have been among the main tar- 
gets of congressional efforts to 
tighten quotas. 


Agnew will be accompanied 


on the trip by his wife and Apol- 
lo 10 astronauts, Eugene Cer- 
nan, who will go as far as Bang- 
kok, and Thomas Stafford, who 
will eo the rest of the way.

W h e n 
Nielsen isn't counting noses, the 
networks get a little extra eco- 
nomic mileage out of slightly 
used properties. 


But even when Nielsen is tak- 


ing a week off, the networks' 
year-round game of one-upman- 
ship is played as fiercely as 
ever. NBC called a news confer- 
ence Monday so that its vice 
president for audience measure- 
ment, Paul Klein, could stake 
the network's claim of winning 
what he called "the first sea- 
son." 


Klein asserted that NBC, be- 


tween the September start and 
Dec. 14, before the networks 
started midseason replacements 
and reshuffling schedules, had 
won a narrow victory— less than 
one'per cent—over CBS "in the 
average rating. A spokesman 
for CBS, which plays the num- 
bers game just as hard, insisted 
there is no such thing as a first 
season and predicted that the 
network would win the full 26- 
week race as it claimed to have 
done last year. 


Beyond claiming the narrow 


victory, however, Klein sought 
to use audience studies to set up 
NBC as a network with strong 
appeal to "young adults"— view- 
ers between 18 and 49. 


"The heaviest buyers are peo- 


ple between 25 and 45," Klein 
said. "And the 18-to-49 group is 
worth twice the 50-plus view- 
ers.' 


Using Nielsen statistics and 


projections, Klein said that on 
any winter's night the television 
audience consists of 35 per cent 
of the population of the conti- 
nental United States—about 70 
million people, of whom GO mil- 
lion are tuned to one of the 
three 
major 
networks. More 


than half the nation's homes 
have two TV sets at least, and 
10 per cent have three, he not- 
ed.

Q-What Is emphysema? 


What causes it? Will a nasal 
d e c o n g e s t a n t relieve it? 
What treatment do you rec- 
ommend? Where can I get 
some literature on this sub- 
ject? 


A—In emphysema, the air 


enters the lungs easily but 
exhalation is obstructed. The 
chief cause is air pollution, 
especially cigarette smoking. 
Nasal decongestants will not 
help you. A treatment pro- 
gram would include a hu- 
midified aerosol containing 
a drug to dilate the smaller 
bronchial tubes, p o s t u r a l 
draining (lying across a bed 
with your head 
near 
the 


floor to allow secretions to 
flow out by gravity), elimi- 
nation of any low-grade in- 
fection that may be present 
and special breathing exer- 
cises. 


The latter are performed 


by lying on your back and 
pushing out your abdomen 
during deep inhalation (1.5 
seconds, followed by a pause 
of 0.5 second), then pulling 
your abdomen in during slow 
exhalation (three seconds). 
Use a metronome for cor- 
rect timing and place a sand- 
bag (15 to 30 pounds) on your 
a b d o m e n for best results. 
Two 30-minute sessions a day 
are recommended.

Marines Are 
Favorable fo 
Smaller Corps

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ma- 


rine 
leaders are welcoming 


planned reductions in the size of 
the corps as an opportunity to 
improve the quality of their tra- 
ditionally "gung ho" branch of 
the armed services.

and who you keep," one general 
said.

would enable them to operate 
three divisions and supporting 
aircraft wings in a high state of 
readiness.

Since then, as President Nix- 


on has pulled some forces out of 
Vietnam, the administration has 
moved to trim Marine strength 
by 20,300 men before June 30. 


The new defense budget prob- 


ably will provide for a further 
Marine manpower cut of 30,000- 
40,000 men. 


That would bring the corps 


down to about 254,000 by mid- 
1971. At this rate, the hoped for 
floor of about 200,000 would be 
reached in 1972. 


The Marines consider them- 


selves an elite group composed 
of almost all volunteers. 


However, the Vietnam war re- 


quirements forced the Marines 
to turn to the draft in 1965 for 
the first time in 13 years. 


The Marines would like todis- 


pense with the draft entirely 
and a return to the level of 200,- 
000 men probably would enable 
them to do so. 


Marine generals say the corps 


can meet its traditional mission 
as a quick responding crisis 
force with three divisions. 


This would place the 2nd Ma- 


rine Division on the East Coast 
where it now is stationed, the 
1st Marine Division on the West 
Coast, and the 3rd Marine Divi- 
sion split between Okinawa and 
Hawaii. 


Marine battalions, in ready- 


to-land condition are normally 
kept afloat in the Mediterra- 
nean, the Caribbean and the 
Far East.

Festival 
of Lights 
Reflects Old 
Traditions 


Since the dawn of recorded 


history man has observed 
that there is a period during 
the year \vhen "the days be- 
gin to lengthen and the cold 
begins to strengthen." 


It is the Winter solstice 


when the sun began to rise 
over the world with renewed 
vigor and power for fertil- 
ity, after a period of low 
ebb. 


The people of the North 


considered 
the sun as a 


wheel 
which 
alternately 


threw its glow upon the 
earth and away from it. Thi< 
sun wheel was known ai 
"hweol" and perhaps this is 
the 
origin 
of our 
word 


"yule." 


To the Jews this period 


was the Festival of Lights 
or Dedication, called Han- 
ukkah. According to their 
history, in 165 B.C. a force 
of Maccabees met and van- 
quished an army of Syrians., 
Judas Maccabeus 
entered 


Jerusalem with his army and 
found it desolate and in 
ruins. He began the work of 
purification; on the 25th day 
of Kislev it was finished and 
a sacred light was lighted. 


In their destruction of the 


temple the sacred oil was 
almost depleted. However 
they did find a jar which 
they estimated would burn 
for one day. Miraculously, it 
burned for 8 days. There- 
fore every year the Jews de- 
cree that the 8 days prior to 
December 25 be celebrated. 


The first night two tapers 


are lighted. One is called the 
torch. The second night a 
third candle is added and so 
on for each night until the 
8th day. This explains why 
the true Jewish Hanukkah 
candelabrum has nine arms.

However, on learning that 
he was not marrying an heir* 
ess the voting man ifi afigef 
denounced Lucia to the gov* 
erftor of Sicily, a vassal of 
the emperor. 


When the guards came to 


drag her away to prison they 
found they could not budge 
her from the spot. 


Then they set fire to her 


but she would not burn. 


In an agony of frustration 


they plunged their swords 
into her and killed her. 


Perhaps because Lucia's 


name means Lux or "light" 
and also because she epitom- 
ized such a beautiful spirit, 
she became the patron saint 
of the blind, tier feast day 
is celebrated December 13.

trees began with a Danish 
custom. They used to play 
four hymns on them at 
Yule — symbolizing the 
four corners of the world. 


In Swedish art, St. Lu- 


cia is sometimes pictured 
Wearing candles in her 
hair. Her feast day, De- 
cember 13, is a forerunner 
of Christmas. 


In Bulgaria on Christ- 


mas Eve each 
peasant
